The property owner who doubts

Here an old worn-out 14-room 
house, constructed

$6000—a low sum in consideration 
of the location of the property and 
the sturdy condition of the

A fter 
modernization 
the 
property had

definite property 
value of $16,800. 
Income Increases 
This increase in property value 
was largely due to the investment 
of the modernizing costs in 
the 
house. 
Yet it must not be 
over­ 
looked th at his value is more than 
theoretical; it is actual, for 
the 
house was later sold for that sum. 
The im portant thing to consider 
is the income producing value 
of 
the house. 
Before modernization 
this house 
was 
occupied by two 
fam ilies who rented the place 
for 
a paltry 
$30.00 
monthly. 
With 
modernization the 
three 
ap art­ 
ments which resulted were rented 
for a total monthly sum of $220. 
Here is an income increase of 733 
per cent—no mean figure it m ust 
be admitted.
